The 
general column was threatening the Chi- 
nese left flank. 
The Puns San column was facing the 


Chinese center and the Huang Zu col- 
umn wn« operating on the Chinese right. 
jne latter column had boon reinforced 
the dav before by a detachment of mar- 
ines and blue jackets from the fleet sta- 
tioned at the mouth of the Ta-Tontf 
1 The Chinese utilized their old defenses 
-«t PlnK Yang and had thrown up new 
works, with the result that their opposi- 
tion was exceptionally strong. 


The battle opened on Saturday morning 
. ut daybreak, with a direct cannonade 


upon the Chinese works and this lire wan 
< ontlnued „ without cessation until nftr- 
noon

dreds. So well was the Japanese attack 
directed ' that the Chinese were sur- 
rouncted at every point and eventually 
nought safety In 
flight.

Defending the entrenchment, however, 


were «ome of Viceroy LI Hung Changs 
fitcked Chinese troops, drilled hy Euio- 
I>o»ns. These soldiers made a deter- 
mined stand to the last and were cut 
.lown to" a man. The Pong San columns 
-.warming over the damaged defense* of 
the Chinese front, completed the route 
of the Chinese and the whole of the lat- 
tor's position was captured by the troops 
of the Mikado. 


Hxttco *1»oit««d, Killed. 


Somc^dca of the manner m which the 
Japanese attack was delivered may- be 
judged from the fact that half an hour 
after the early rooming attack com- 
menced the strongly defended position 
«t Ping Yang was In the hands of the 
Japanese troops. It Is believed that the 
Chinese position at Ping Yang was de- 
fended by 20.000 Chinese, of. whom only 
11 few succeeded In escaping; The Jap. 
nnesc victory was brilliant and com- 
plete. An immense amount of provis- 
ions, anus, ammunition and other stores 
In addition to hundreds of flab=. •were 
•captured by the Japanese In the Chinese 
and retrencnments. It Is estl-
